With the 
same percentage of yield of oi!, this 
would insure a total productof 29.600- 
000 gallons or 592 000 barrels of fifty 
gallos, being ad: crease +s compared 
with last year of 14.000 barrels, The 
exports during the calendar year 1889 
amounted to 6,244,000 gallovs, while 
during 1890 the exports reached 14,324 
000 gallons, It will be seen therefore 
that while the production shows a de- 
crease of 148,000 barrels, the exports 
show an increase of 161.600 barrels, 
making a difference in th-: amount 
available for home consuwption aud 
for trade of 309.600 barrels. From these 
cowparisous a fair idea may be gather 
ed of the present statistical situation, 
and leads to the conclusion that the 
higher prices ruling are fully warran- 
ted. 

There are other causes, however, 
which have lent their influence in the 
same direction aud to which we will 
allude. The seed of the year 1859-90, 
in addition to beivg more abuudaut, 
was also far superior in quality to 
that of 1890-91. The laiter crop was 
mostly in bad condition when harves- 
ted and apparently did not receive 
that degree of care at the hands of the 
planters which its importance war- 
ranted. The inevitable result has been 
a deterioration in the quality of the 
produc’, leading to innovations in the 
manner of selling already fully dis- 
cussed in these colums. The prices 
realized for seed by the plavters has 
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been lower thau last year, but the dif- | 


ference in price was fully represeuted 
by the difference in quality and the 
planter, therefore, has no just cause 
for complaint. 
quality of the oil produced this year 
has made strictly prime oil compara- 
tively scarce, and this scarcity became 
more pronounced as the season ad- 
vanced. All these conditions naturally 
tended in one direction—to higher val- 
ues. Still other conditions are exert- 
ing an iuflueuce on the market value 
of cuttouseed oil. The higher prices 
raling in the foreigu market for oils 
used as substitutes and as adulterauis 
of olive oil, teuds to increase the de.

threatened. 

The effect of this condition of affairs 
has been to cause a rapid and large 
advauce in prices in Europe, and a 
cousiderable rise in values here, 
hough at the date of present writing 
v' lis selliug on the spot four or five 
dullars below what the last cable ad- 
vices wake the lay down cost. Even 
at that figure—thirty to thirty-two 
follars per barrel: - Norwegian codliver 
vilis not high compared with pr:ces 
rulivg in past years, and if the reports 
trum Europe are fully confirmed, there 
would be room for a much larger ad- 
vance. The availablesupply of old oil 
in th s market is said to be light, and 
the bulk of it appears to be in the 
hands of one firm.

FEBRUARY PE'R'LEUM 
TISTICS. 

The first realy bullish statement 
wade by the pipe lines in four years 
was that of January, and naturally 
there has been cousiderable specula- 
tion as to the showing which would 
be made as the reeult of the business 
during February. The daily reports 
gave indicatious of a probable further 
iucrease in stocks, but the mouth be- 
ing a short one it was not thought 
that the iucrease would be as large as 
that during January, and when the 
statements were made public showing 
the inerease was one-third greater it 
caused considerable surprise, and the 
effect ou the market has been quite 
pronounced. The iucrease in stocks, 
however, way be attributed to the de- 
crease iu Cousuwption, as the produc- 
tion had fallen off largely. 

The statements of the several pipe 
lines show the runs to have been the 
smaliest since May of last year, and 
the average duily production the 
siuallest siuce August, the average 
being only 83,783 barrels, while the 
totai ruus for the mouth were 2.345,913 
barrels. The decrease in production, 
as compared with that duriug Janie 
ary, was 513.140 barrels. Tne delive:- 
ies duri: g February show a falliug off 
of 298 982 barrels, the total for the 
mouth beivg 2,169.408 barrels. This 
is 392,987 barrels less than the average 
mouthiy deliveries during 1890, and is 
even smaller than the deliveries during 
February of last year, which were re- 
garded as exceptionally light. As 
already intimated, the stock show an 
importavt iucrease, the total at. the 
close of the mouth beiug 10,081,124 bar- 
rels, or an iucrease fur the wouth of 
425,346 barrels. This brings the stocks 
up to an amount ali:tle above that _ 
ou haud at the close of July last year, 
Auother fea‘ure of interest is the de- . 
crease of 430.000 barrels in the am unt 
of Natioual- Trausit- certificates ‘out- 
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standing, indicating a smaller specula- 
tive holding. On the other hand the 
credit balances show an increase of 
713.000 barrels, from which it may be 
interred that producers have not mar- 
keted their oil and are holding it in 
the hope of realizing better prices. 

The statement of the Buckeye Pipe 
Line Company, showing the statistical 
situation in the Ohio product, shows a 
steady increase in stocks,although the 
runs have been smaller. In fact very 
similar conditions are shown as those 
in Pennsylvania. he runs amounted 
to 1 147,947 barrels, Which is a decrease 
of 93,207 barrels, while the deliveries 
amounted to 837,928 barrels, a decrease 
of 180,959 barre s. Thestocks show an 
necrease of 304,144 barrels, the total 
now beivg 21,537,789 barrels.

THE COD OIL SITUATION. 


The position of the cod oil market, 
while dulln sthe extreme, is interest- 
ingfrom the fact that the dullness is 
caused bya very small supply as regards 
the domestic product, and a range of 
prices «hich approximates the prices 
obtained in the early eighties, though 
not yet fully up to those figures. The 
business has not been so profitable to 
the fishermen during the last few 
years as it was some ten years ago, and 
the result has been the same interest 
has not been wmwanifested. From a 
rough average of fifty cents per gallon 
the price has tagged year after year 
until an average of thirty cents per 
galiou was reaehed, and all through 
the year 1890 the highest price reached 
was thirty-five cents. During the last 
year it was proposed to fix a still lower 
price for the next season’s supply 
This was followed by a very small pro- 
ductiop, aud as there was very little 
new oil coming in, the product soon 
bec me cowparatively exhausted, and 
those who now are fortunate enough 
to have supplies are releasingthem very 
spariug'y. The situation of New- 
foundiaud oil is iu about the same 
shape, and with the duty of eight 
cents a gallon upon it there is very 
little imported.

William H. Macy was the son of the late 

John H. Macy, and was born in New York, 
pruary 28, 1854. He received his education 
y the public schools, and at a comparatively 
age entered the firm of Josiah Macy’s 
sons, in which his father, who died in 1870, 
had been a member. He early displayed signs 
of marked business ability and soon became a 
prominent figure in the firm and in the trade. 
who knew him as long ago as the early 
‘90's spoke of him as & remarkably promising 
young man. He gave his most earnest 
thought to the business he had chosen as a vo- 
cation, and his natural aptitude and businers 
shrewdness caused his rapid advancement in 
the estimation of those with whom bis inter- 
esta were identified, as well as the trade at 
jarge. For several years prior to his death he 
had practical control of the large interests of 
the house, and exercised it with rare discre- 
tion and ability. He had the full confidence 
of his associates in the firm, and although its 
business has been conducted by them since 
his enforced retirewent with the same ability 
and foresight that has always marked the ca- 
reer of the house, bis loss will be keenly felt 
by them. 

Mr. Macy was a man of quiet domestic 
tastes and found his chief enjoyment in the 
society of his family and a few chosen friends. 
Heformed a number of sincere friendships 
among his business acquaintances, and those 
who thus had the opportunity of knowing 
him intimately speak in the highest terms of 
his qualities of head and heart. Mr. Macy 
leaves a widow and three children who have 
the deepest sympathy of all. 

For the past sixteen years Mr. Macy had 
been a member of the Produce Exchange and 
during the later years of his life was a promi- 
nent figure on the floor of that institution. 
He was a member of the Oil Committee, au 
efice he had held consecutively for the last 
fiveyears. A meeting of the Produce Ex- 
change was held on Monday afternoon to 
take action upon the death of Mr. Macy.

Meeting of the Oil and Paiut (lub of 
New England. 


Boston, March 14, 1891, 

The fifty-eighth monthly meeting and din- 
ner of the Paiint and Oil Club of New England 
took place at the Parker House this afternown 
The occasion was preceded by the usual sociai 
reception, until shortly after 2 o’clock, when 
President William Agge announced that din- 
ner was served. President Agge cccupied his 
usual seat at the head of the table, and at his 
left and right sat the guests of the cluband 
the principal speakers of the evening, Josiah 
Quincy and H. 8. Carruth, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen of the city of Boston. 
Around the table were the following, ten 
wuests of membersaamong them being Arthur 
King, of Manden Bros., varnish manufactur- 
ers, of London, England; J. Seaver Page, of 
F. W. Devoe & Co., New York City. 

Cigars being reached at the conclusion of 
the dinner, President Agge rapped for order. 
and the club at once proceeded to the consid- 
eration of business. 

The president designated Mexsrs. Newton, 
Gould and Robbins as a nominating commit- 
tee to name a member of the Pricing Commit- 
teé. While this committee was in retirement 
in the performance of itsduty. Mr. Charles 
Richardson, rising and addressing the chair, 
said: “I wish to call attention toa resolution 
offered at the convention of the National As- 
sociation in Cincinuati, last Nuvember. This 
resolution was with referenee to a Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington, the head 
of which shall have a seat in the cabinet.There 
isnoone that does not feel the imperative 
need of such a bureau. As things are now,we 
have to appeal to politicians who do what they 
have a mind todo, and who care nothing for 
the interests of the merchants of this coun- 
try. What is needed is a department devoted 
exclusively to the interests of commerce, be- 
fore which we can lay our needs and desires, 
onanequal footing with other interests of 
the country. Weare now left out in the cold 
with no representative at the national capitol. 
I think thisclub should give this matter its 
attention and take some action upon it. and I 
move that a committee be appointed, consist- 
ing of the President, C. E. Adams and Geo. O. 
Carpenter, to take this matter into considera- 
tion, 

The motion was carried, 

The resolutions referred to are as follows: 


Resolved, that in view of the tact that the 
merchantile interests of the country have no 
individual representation at Washington, to 
whom they can appeal in case of desired 
change in our mercantile laws, etc., be it. 

Resolved, that our delegates be requested to 
agitate before the local clubs, the advisabil- 
ity of the creation of a department to be 
known as the Department of Commerce, the 
chief of which shall have a seat in the Cabinet. 


At this stage of the proceedings the nomina- 
ting committee put in an appearance, and 
announced the name of Chas, E. Badger, as a 
member of the Pricing Committee, and Mr. 
Badger was accordingly elected. 

Mr. J. Russell Marble moved that a commit- 
tee of three be appointed to see if somethiug 
cannot be done to maintain the prices of the 
Lead Trust. He believed that a good busi- 
ness was in store for the trade the coming 
season, and thought that such a great stapla 
artiole as Jead sbould besold at uniform prices* 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


Mr. A. W. Strauss said:—“Mr. President, 1 
think about six months ago this same thing 
came Up; and I spent a good deal of time go- 
ing around with a paper at which time some 
houses saw fit to express it as their opinion 
that they thought it best to go on as they 
pleased. I do not believe this measure can 
ever be accomplished. I, for one, am not 
ready to go into such an arrangement. 

Mr. Geo. L. Gould: -“I would like to know 
something about the paper that was passed 
around a few weeksago. I think it was off- 
ered to Mr. Straussand he refused to sign it.” 

Secretary Hoffman:—Perhaps I know as 
much about that paper as anyone, as I took it 
around. Most of the large houses seemed 
ready to sign, but one of them would not un- 
less the National White Lead Trust would 
sign it. But the Lead Trust stated that they 
could not sign it, because in doing so, under 
the laws of New York they would be commit- 
ting an offence. 

Mr. Marble’s motion was carried, the presi- 
dent stating that he would take a little time 
before announcing the committee of three. 

President Agge then announced the fact 
that there was a gentleman present who 
would soon be obliged to depart, but who 
could not be allowed to do so without having 
first made some remarks to the club, where- 
upon he introduced Mr. J. Seaver Page, of 
New York city. 


Mr. Page said: “After the pleasant hour 
spent in your company, I should indeed dis- 
like to go without saying something to the 
club. I remember that my first inspiration 
regarding the paint trade was received here 
in Boston, at a dinner of the Paint and Oil 
Club of New England. This association con- 
veys a lesson that will do us all good througb 
life. There is not enough of this elbow busi- 
ness in the trade. Weare all working, in dif- 
ferent lines perhaps, but to one common end, 
and I cannot come here too often, for every 
time I get aninspiration. We don’t get any 
such dinners as this in New York, at our 
monthly meetings. I don’t know whether we 
are busier than you are, or whether we simply 
think weare. But a prosperous future seems 
tobe before us. The conditions resulting 
from recent political difficulties have nearly 
disappeared, and whether democrats, repub- 
licans, mugwumps, or what not, we may all 
be happy yet.”” [Laughter and applause.) 

President Agge next introduced Mr. Josiah 
Quincy, who spoke on the Australian system 
of land transfers. 

At the close of Mr. Quincy’s remarks Mr* 
John D. Morton said, This is a matte: in 
which we should take some active interest, in 
view of which I have written out some res- 
olutions which I shall ofier for the cansider- 
ation of the club; whereupon Mr. Morton read 
the following resolutions: 


WHEREAS; It being a matter of great im- 
portance that che system of making transfers 
of titles to re4l estate should be made as safe, 
sim - and easy as possible, the Paint and Oil 
Club of New England. adopt the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved; That the system of making trans- 
fers of titles to real estate by registration, 
under what is known as the Australian sys- 
tem, now being considered by the Judiciary 
Committee of the Legislature, is one that 
ought to receive the early and careful atten- 
tian of our legislators,and. in the opinion of 
this organization, the appointment of a spec- 
ial commission should be authorized, whose 
duty shall be to thoroughly examine this sub- 
jectand make a report for the consideration 
of the legislature that will convene in Jan- 
uary next. 

Resolved; That acopy of this resolution be 
forwarded by Oursecretary, to the Massachu- 
setts legislature. 


The resolutions were adopted. 

President Agge then introduced Herbert C, 
Carruth, Chairman of the Board of Alderman 
of the City of Boston, who spoke upon the 
administration of city governments.

Sponge Dealers Form a Combine, 


It was announced several weeks ago that a 
gentleman who has been a prominent figure 
in the sponge trade of thiscity and Key West, 
Fiorida, for a number of years, had made a 
proposition to the prominent houses in New 
York to represent them as a body at the 
sponge sales in the primary market. His mis- 
eion appears to have been successful as it now 
seems that five of the leading dealers in 
Florida sheep’s wool sponges have combined 
and accepted bis services. They have even 
gone further and have agreed upon a selling 
price, below which none of them is at liberty 
to dispose of goods. Thisin connection with 
the remarks in our editorial columns will 
prepare the reader for what follows. 

The agreement was entered into at a meet- 
ing held on March 4th, but the particulars 
were kept quiet until last week, when though 
certain sources supposed not to be connected 
with the combination, they were in a measure 
made public. Since that time the trade has 
been willing to talk quite freely and our in- 
vestigations have placed us in posession of 
most of the facts counected with the move- 
ment. 

The agreement which has beeen signed by 
five out of six of the leading dealers in Florida 
sheep's wool sponges provides that this class 
of goods is not to be sold hereaft:r on better 
terms that ninety days, net, f. 0. b. New York 
or more than two per cent off for cash within 
ten days, with an allowance of three per ceat 
tare. The lowest prices at which the parties 
to the agreement can or will sell, are as fol- 
lows.

The agreement is to remain in force for six 
months, unless terminated sooner by notice 
in writing by a majority of the contracting 
parties. All contracts made before the agree- 
ment was signed are to be filled and the goods, 
delivered before April 1. Any party to the 
agreement can withdraw at any time by 
giving ten days written notice to the others 
but such withdrawal will not “affect the re- 
maining parties during the remainder of the 
term.” No rebates, extra concessions, dating 
or covert evasions of the terms and prices of 
sale will be allowed, it being the intent of the 
parties to the agreemert that all vendees of 
Fiorida sheep’s wool sponges shall pay not 
less than the full price. 

The compact further says that the sum of 
five hundred dollars is agreed upon as liquida- 
tion of damages to be paid by any of the rar- 
ties to the agreement for any and every 
breach of its terms. Such damages are to 
immediately belong, in equal Shares, to the 
other contracting parties. 

Of the five parties to the agreement but one 
cared to express his views for publication and 
although all agreed that the present arrange- 
ment would be the salvation of the trade if 
earried out,at least two believed that it would 
not remian in force very jong. 

Mr. D. A. Gabay, superintendent of Messrs. 
McKesson & Robbin’s sponge department 
said; *‘The Florida sheep’s wool sponge busi- 
ness has for the past two or three years been 
disastrious to the New York receivers. The 
fishermen were the only ones who have re- 
ceived the full benefit.

chasers inthis city have decided to change 
their mode of buying. Prior to this each 
house had its special buyer at Key West, and 
the resuit was they outbid each other to se- 
cure the gouds. The consequence was that 
large sums of money were lost in these pur- 
chases, and no one but the fishermen ben- 
efited. 

“These five buyers have came to the conclu- 
sion that it would be advisable to have 
but one experienced representative at Key 
West, the result of which is that by doing 
away with unnecessary competition in buy- 
ing there we shall bave cheaper sponges, and 
be able to offer the goods at a lower price to 
jobbers and wholesale dealers. This is the 
whole secret of the so-called combine, tru-t, 
or whatever you wish to call it, that is so 
much talked of inthe trade at present. Tbe 
prices at which Florida sheep’s wool] sponges 
are offered to-day are lower than they have 
been for a long time, except in the immediate 
past. Nevertheless, the market in Key West 
is open to any buyer, .but the result would be, 
through competition, to force prices up. It 
would be weil, therefore, for the consuming 
trade to leave well enough alone.” 

The Lebess Sponge Company is the only 
prominent firm in the city that is left out of 
the combination, and it is understood that 
they declined to become members,although re- 
quested. Mr. Moses, of the company, appar- 
ently did not view the combination in a very 
favorable light, and it is evident that they in- 
tend to oppose it at every point. Mr. Moses 
said that the Lebess Company would retain its 
buyer at Key West, and that they expected to 
get all the sheep’s wool they needed, no mat- 
ter what the price might be. He said that 
there never was enough of that kind of sponge 
to supply the demand, and that the usual 
practice in the trade had been to make it a 
leader, selling it at cost and making up the 
profit on something else. His company, he 
claimed, had not found it necessary to pursue 
such a policy, their idea being to sell pure 
sponges at a reusonable price. They proposed 
however, to cut the combination prices on 
Florida sheep’s wool sponges. 
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Recent Treasury Decisions. 


CAYENNE PEPPER—RED PEPPER DUTIABLE AS. 

In the matter of the protest of James J. 
Haynes, against the decision of the collector 
of customs at the port of Corpus Christi,Tex., 
as tothe rate and amount of duties charge- 
able on certain red pepper, imported per Mex- 
ican National Railway, October 14, 1890, Gen- 
eral Appraiser Wilkinson decides as follows; 
A sample of the merchandise in question isa 
dried red pepper, flattened, about 4 inches 
long by 244 inches in diameter. The article 
was classed as cayenne pepper, unground, at 
24 cents a pound, under paragraph 326, act of 
October 1, 1890. Appellants claim that it 
should be admitted free, as a spice, unground 
although they do not name the paragraph on 
which this claim is based. From an expert 
examination of a sample submitted, it ap- 
pears that the pepper is catalogued by seed- 
men as One of the varities of cayenne pepper, 
and thatit is commercially known as such. 
The decision of the collector is therefore 
affirmed. 


WOOL GREASE OR DEGRAS. 


Inthe matter of the protests of Felix Salo- 


mon, against the decision of the collector of 
customs at New York as to the rate and 
amount of duties chargeable on certain wool 
grease, imported per Lisvacrieve and Taor- 
mina, October 14, 1890, the following opinion 
is given by Sharretts, General Appraiser: 
Duty was assessed upon certain grease at one- 
half of ope cent per pound, under paragraph 
316, act Oct. 1, 1890. The appellant claims the 
morchandise is free of duty, under paragraph 
599, as grease “such as is commonly used for 
stuffing or dressing leather,” and that it is 
“gold and used only for said purpose.” A 
sample was submitted to the United States 
chemist at this port for analysis, who reports 
that it is “*wool grease,” or “degras,” and we 
so find. Although the article may be, as 
alleged, such as is commonly used for stuffing 
or dressing leather, paragraph 599 only pro- 
vides for such as is not specially provided for 
elsewhere in the act. Wool grease and degras 
are provided for by name in paragraph 316, 
Therefore the assessment of duty thereon at 
one-half of one cent per pound was, in our 
opinion, correct, and is affirmed. 


ARTISTS’ COLORS IN TUBES—WHITE LEAD, 
OCHER AND UMBER, 

In the matter of the protest of C, T. Ray- 
nolds & Co., against the decision of the col- 
lector of customs at the port of Chicago as to 
the rate and amount of duties chargeable on 
certain ocher, umber and white lead in tubes, 
imported per Majestic, November 28, 1890, the 
following opinion is given by Wilkinson, gen- 
eral appraiser: The merchandise consists of 
white lead, ocher and umber, all in oil, and 
put up in small metal tubes such are used by 
artists. Duty was assessed at 25 per cent., 
under the provision of paragraph 61, for “art- 
ists’ colors, in tubes or otherwise."" Appel- 
lant contends that the ocher and umber 
should be rated at 144 cents a pound, under 
the provision of paragraph 54, for ocher and 
umber, ground in oil, and the white lead at 3 
cents a pound, under paragraph 67, for white 
lead, dry or in pulp, or ground or mixed with 
oil, Red, yellow, blue and various other coi- 
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ors are provided for by name in Schedule A, 
at specific rates, by ‘the pound or ton. If 
these rates were applicable to the paints or 
colors when put in tubes, paragraph 61 would 
bea nullity. It would seem proper, there- 
fore, to construe the various paragraphs as 
providing for the articles named, except when 
put up as “artists’ colors, in tubes or other- 
wise.” As ocher, umber and white lead in oil 
and put up in tubes are commercialiy known 
as artists’ colors, the decision of the collector 
is affirmed. 


MALT EXTRCT—JOHANN HOFF'S. 

In the matter of the protest of John H. 
Boden & Co.. against the decision of the col- 
lector of customs at San Francisco, Cal., as to 
the rate and amount of duties chargeable on 
certain “Johann Hoff’s mait extract,, im- 
ported per Crown of Scotland, December 19, 
1890, the following opinion is given by Tich- 
enor, General Appraiser: The merchandise in 
dispute is a fluid, in colored molded glass bot- 
tles, holding each not more than one pint and 
not less than one quarter of a pint, and was 
invoiced and entered as malt extract. Duty 
was assessed upon the bottles at 144 cents per 
pound, under the appropriate provision in 
paragragh 103, act of October 1, 1890, and upon 
the contents at 40 cents per gallon, under par- 
graph 338 of said act, which reads: “Malt ex- 
tract, fluid, in casks, 20 cents per gallon; in 
bottles or jugs, 40 cencs per gallons; solid or 
condensed, 40 per cent. ad valorem.” The 
importers claim in their protest that the so- 
called malt extract is dutiable under the pro- 
vision in paragraph 75 of the new tariff act 
for “medicinal proprietary preparations, of 
which alcohol is not a component part, and 
not specially provided for in this act, 25 per 
cent. ad valorem;” and they contend in other 
papers filed in the case that it “is notin any 
sense what is known in commerce as a malt 
extract,” for Johann Hoff’s malt extract “is a 
liquid preparation of various ingredients in 
conjunction with malt extract,and is designed 
to be used, and is used, for medicinal pur- 
poses,” * * * “inthe treatment of certain 
diseases, such as indigestion, malnutrition, 
general debility,” eto., “and as such is recom- 
mended and prescribed by the highest medi- 
cal authorities.”” In support of this conten- 
tion they refer to two decisions of the Treasury 
Department, dated, respectively, June 19, 1876, 
and April 19, 1881, in which the identical arti- 
cle was held to be dutiable asa proprietary 
medicine. We do not dispute the correctness 
of these decisions. Specific provision was not, 
however, made for malt extract in the then 
existing tariff law, nor in the act of March 3, 
1883. Various preparations of malt, or of 
malt extract, combined with other ingredi- 
ents, such as iron, quinine, pepsin, bypophos- 
phites, oil, and coloring and ftlavoring sub- 
stances, and which are commercially known 
as “malt extracts,” are recognized by the 
medical profession as remedial agents, and 


are proprietary preparations. Paragraph 75 


is applicable to such medicinal proprietary 
preparations only as are not otherwise speci- 
ally provided for in the new tariff act. Para- 
graph 338 provides specially for “malt ex- 
tract,’’ and applies to all substances known to 
commerce by that name, or which possess the 
characteristic qualities of majt extract, re- 
gardless of the uses for which intended or to 
which adapted. It is a familiar rule thata 
specific designation eo nomine must prevail 
over general terms, and the commercial 
designation of an article is the standard by 
which its dutiable character is fixed. The 
particular article in question is known in 
commerce as “Jobann Hoff’s malt extract,” 
and is so denominated in the labels upon the 
bottles in which imported and sold, and in the 
trade circulars and advertisements issued by 
the manufacturer and seliing agents. A sam- 
ple bottle of the article was submitted to the 
appraiser at this port for chemical determin- 
ations by experts in hisdepartment. He re- 
ports that the article contains alcohol mal- 
tose, dextrine, ask, coloring matter, hop ex- 
tract, albuminoids, and water, and that the 
bottle contains less than one pint. The col- 
lector’s action is affirmed.

German Kainit. 


The Robert Carr Trading Co., limited, of 
this city, the United States representative 
of Mr. Robert 8. Carr, of Hamburg, sole agent 
for the United States of the Stassfurt Kainit 
Syndicate, does not, as erroneously stated last 
week, sell kainit to eithcr dealers or con- 
sumers, the duly authorized selling agents 
being Messrs. Paul Weidinger & Son, 76 Pine 
street, and Heller, Hirsh & Co., 164 Front 
street, this city, and Jas. Bonday, Jr., & Co., 
116 South street, Baltimore. From the circular 
to which allusion was made last week the fol- 
lowlng extracts are taken : 

Kainit is sold with the guaranty of at least 
12°40 per cent. potash, corresponding with 23 
per cent. sulphate of potash. It contains 
therefore twice as much potash as wood ashes 
and 20 times more than stable manure, 

Kainit contains this important plant rutri- 
ment, potash, in a form easily soluble in water 
and hence easily accessible to the roots. Sul- 
phate of potash isthe most valuable ingredi- 
ent of kainit, but besides this it contains 
chloride and sulphate of magnesia. These 
salts are by no means objectionable; on the 
contrary they are quite valuable, as they 
facilitate the solution of other valuable plant 
nutriments in the soil and also enhance the 





effect*of other fertilizer used together with 
kainit such as bone meal. The magnesia 
compounds also have a tendency to keep the 
soil in a more moist condition, which is desir- 
able in case of dry sandy soil. 

Kainit is applicable to all kinds of culti- 
vated crops. Particularly goud results with 
kainit are obtained with cereais, potatoes, 
cattle beets, pod fruit, clover, buckwheat. 
grapes and asparagus. The effect upon flax is 
not only alarger yield, but also the produc- 
tion of a longer and better fiber. As to the 
quantity to be applied, that depends of course 
upon the condition of the soil and its fertility. 
Generally from 400 to 800 pounds ought to be 
used per acre, upon peat soils larger quan- 
tities may be applied; for cereals or potatoes 
not less than 700—1,000—],300 pounds per acre. 

Kainit may be distributed equally well by 
machine or by hand. It should be ploughed 
under as deep as possible. For fruit it is well 
to dig holes around the trees with the spade 
or still better with a soil drill, and then pour 
a soluion of kainit into them, To grape vines 
and hops it is well to apply the solution in the 
winter. Hops require a liberal application of 
potash, and according to the many tests and 
experiments of the German society for hop 


culture, it has been demonstrated that potash 


has a beneficial effect upon the quantity and 
quality of the hops.

The White-Wax Insect of China. 





In the course of a review of Mr. Hosie’s 
work on Western China, Nature condenses the 


following from his chapter on this subject: 
“Mr. Hosie traces the Coccus pe-la of West- 
wood from its cradle, through its busy and 


interesting life, to its dishonored grave. It 
is only in quite recent years, and mainly 
through Mr. Hosie’s journey, that the mys- 


tery surrounding the industry has been 


cleared up. The subject was frequently 


referred to in older works in China, and the 


chief object of Mr. Hosie’s journey was to 
procure for Sir Joseph Hooker specimens of 


the foliage, of the flowers, and trees on which 


the insects are propagated, specimens of the 
living incrusted white-wax, samples of the 
latter as it appears in commerce, and Chinese 
The Chien-chang 
valley already alluded to, which is abont 5,000 
feet above the level of the sea, is the great 


candles made from it. 


breeding ground of the white-wax insect. 


One very prominent tree there is known to 
the Chinese as the insect tree. It is an ever- 


green with the leaves springing in pairs from 


the branches, very thick, dark green, glossy, 
ovate and pointed. In May and June the 


tree bears clusters of white flowers, which 
are succeeded by fruit of a dark purple 
color. The Kew authorities have come to the 
conclusion that it is Ligustrum lucidum, or 
large-leave privet. In March, when Mr. 
Hosie saw the trees, hefound attached to 
the bark of the boughs and _ twigs 
numerous brown pea-shaped excresences. 
The larger of these were readilv detachable, 
and when opened, presented either a whity- 
brown pulpy mass Or a crowd of minute 
animals like flour. whose movements were 
just perceptible to the nakedeye.

each of these was a white-wax insect. Many 
of the excrescences also contained either a 
small white bag cr cocoon covering a pupa, 
or a perfect image in the shape of a small 
black-beetle, This beetle is a species of 
Brachytarsus. If left undisturbed, the beetle, 
which is called by the Chinese the ‘buffalo’ 
will, heedless of the Cocci, continue to borow 
in the inner lining of the scale which seems to 
be ita food: the beetle is, in fact, parasitic on 
the Coccus. When a scale is plucked from the 
tree the Cocci escape by the orifice which 
is made. Two bundred miles’ to 
the north-east of the Chien chang 
valley, and separated from it by aseriesof 
mountain ranges, is the town of Chia-ting, in 
which insect white wax as an article of com- 
merce, is produced. The scales are gathered 
in the Chien-chang valley, and are made up 
into paper packets each weighing about 16 
ozs. Sixty of these packets make a load, and 
are conveyed by porters from Chien-chang to 
Chia-ting. In former years there are said to 
have been as many as 10,000 of these porters,

as whito-wax. This first appears as on under 
coating on the sides of the boughs any 
twigs, and resemble sulphate of quining 
ora covering of snow. It gradually spreads 
over the whole branch, and attains, after 
three months, a thickness of about a quarter 
ofaninch. After the lapse of 100 days the 
deposit is complete, the branches are lopped 
off, and as much of the wax as possible is re- 
moved by hand. This is placed inan iron pot 
of boiling water, and the wax, on rising to 
the surface, is skimmed off and placed ing 
round mould, whence it emerges us the white 
wax of commerce, Where it is found impos 
sible to remove the wax by hand, the twigs 
and branches are thrown into the pot, so that 
this wax is darker and inferior. The insects, 
which have sunk to the bottom of the pot, are 
placed in a bag and squeezed of the last drop 
of wax, and are then thrown to the pigs, The 
wax is used for coating the exterior of ani. 
mal and vegetable tallow candles, and to give 
greater consistency to the tallow. It is also 
said to be used asa sizing for paper and cot 
ton goods, for imparting a gloss to silk, and as 
a furniture polish.

Natural Gas in Utah.

On Crry, March 12, 1891, 
Editor O1n, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 
In your issue of March 11th, I find the fol 
lowing items of news: 


A gas well has been struck near the Rio 
Grande shops in the Sixth ward, Salt Lake 
City. Ths find was made at a depth of 10 
feet, and when a match was applied theflame 
shot 16 or 20 feet in the air. 


The filing of articles incorporating the 
American Natural Gas Cpeapens Salt Lake 
City, with a capital of $5,000,000, has created 
quite a stir in business circles in that city. A 
number of gentiemen who have &@ 
their names to the paper are practical 
in the business of natural gas. The ex! 
indications in the vicinity of Salt Lakeare 
said to be excellent for the presenceof 
Trenton rock means gas, and local signs 
the projectors to believe that this rock can be 
reached at a depth of about 1,000 feet. Inthe 
Indiana and Ohio gas regions this rock is 
found at from 800 to 1,000 feet. 


Last August and September I spent some 
six weeks, making a thorough investigation 
of the reports of natural gas in and near Salt 
Lake City. 

Springs emitting gas and water have been 
known in Salt ake valley ever since the 
Mormon immigration in 1845, Some twelve 
miles north of the city there are two springs 
that have produced more or less gas, and are 
still active. 

In the year 1886, Ephram Garnes drove & 
water well, about two hundred and fifty-six 
feet deep, into a strata of about ten feet of 
sand, when a column of water and gas shot uP 
into the air some two hundred feet. After 
flowing a month or two the sand partially 
filled up the bottom of the well, and & 
was placed over the upper end of the pipe 
and the gas was led into the house, where it 
was used for light and cooking. Fr. Garnes 
bent some small gas pipe to make the letters 
“Natural Gas,” and erected it on a scaffold 
alongside the Denver and Rio Grande hal- 
way, where the passengers in the cars admi 
it for several months.

Dealers are obliged to 
pay many demurrage charges in order to 
maintain the market, but they are becoming 
rather tired of this, and are willing to let 
their holdings go for the best prices that they 
can get. 

At the dinner of the Paint and Oil Clubthis 
afternoon, I took occasion to distribute a 
blank among some of the members, requesting 
that they.be filled out and returned to me for 
publication.

The action of the trust is on exactly the same 
principle as if the jobbers were to go about 
over New England and insist upon being com- 
petitors with the retail trade who are our 
customers. We want to leave the business 
with the johbers, and if they would do so, they 
would not find any occasion to break their 
own prices. 

Ex-President Wm. 8. Pratt:—Only by a 
through understanding between the jobbers 
and the Lead Trust, perfectly just and equit- 
able to both the manufacturers and handlers 
of lead. 

George L. Gould—By good faith on the part 
of interested parties, and the exercise of good 
common sense in not giving away the 
small pittance of profit now received—At 
best not over 4 per cent. 

Ex-President Daniel G. Tyler—By establish- 
ing confidence. 

Seeretary J. W. Hoffman—It cannot be 


done. 
A. W. Strauss—Too late.

CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the O1L, Paint 
AND DRUG REPORTER. | 
CHICAGO, Mar. 14, 1891. 

Everything about the linseed oil market re- 
mains in about the same condition as last 
week. Prices are steady, and no oil is being 
ofiered below 53 cents. There is, perhaps, a 
little more activity as the season advances, 
but outside of this circumstance there cannot 
be said to be anything particularly new. 

The usual monthly meeting of tho directors 
of the National Company was held here this 
week, but if anything of importance was done 
it bas not transpired. It was believed in 
some quarters that a meeting would be held 
this week of the joint committee of crushers 
appointed at the recent meeting in New York. 
If such was the design, however, the execution 
of the project has been evidently postponed- 

So far as the local market is concerned, the 
prevailing classification among local crushers 
has been to follow the wishes of the local 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Ciub. In other centers 
of distribution, the schedule of the local trade 
(if the local trade has a schedule) bas been ob- 
served. Where no list had been adopted, and 
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factional fight has been among the potentiae 


lities. Their combination or their opponents 
with inaugrating any war of prices at inter- 
ior points. As regards the local market. how 

ever,some individual producer hus unquest- 
ionably laid the foundation for controversy 
by adopting in Chicago, tacties whi bit might 
be well enough to follow at some other pointe. 
It is not easy to see how men can geil oil ex- 
pressed from seed bought at $1 50 or over, at 
53 cents. and realize a legitimate profit, while 
the cake market remuins in its present posit- 
ion.

The demand for export may be 
said to be rather brisk, the inquiry coming at 
the same time from British and Continental 
centers. As regards linseed meal, the local 
market may be called about $7, which is 
about the outside limit obtainable in 
Chicago to-day. There seems to be a decided 
difference of policy between tre combination 
and the independents as reyards the sale of 
veake. To speak plainiy, the combination 
seems to be disposed to re'y upon its bold on 
the Western market. Outside crushers are 
understood to be selleng at least one half of 
their output for exportation. Bids received 
from Liverpool would probably net about 

19 50 per ton, in Chicago. There seems to ve 
an active inquiry on the other side, yet pro- 
ducers appear to be chary sellers,

PAINTS. 

Notwithstanding frosts and blizzards, the 
eariy promise of the seasnn seems destined to 
be fulfilled. Orders ate coming in apace, and 
there is no perceptible diminution in the ac- 
tivity of the demand, on the part of consum- 

ors, for future shipments. It would seem 
that nothing but an unexpected prolongation 
of bad weather or a general strike among the 
puilding trades can prevent the coming season 
from being one of the most prosperous ever 
known in the history of the Western trade. 

White lead remains in statu quo and the lo- 
cal situation is devoid of all features of inter- 
est. Atolerably brisk inquiry for small lots 
js reported all around, the result being a total 
movement of large proportions, yet the sale 
ofround lots continues to be the exception 
rather than the rule. 

For both dry colors and mixed paints there 
are numerous purchasers, and the market, on 
the whole, exhibits considerbale firmness.

L. steechas was discovered prior to the year 
50 A. D. in the Stmechades Island (now the 
Islands of Hyeres), hence the name. At pres- 
ent it is found wild in the South of Europe 
and North of Africa, also at Teneriffe. The 
leaves are oblong linear, about half an inch 
long (sometimes an inch long when culti- 
vated), with revolute edges and clothed with 
hoary tomentum on both surfaces; the spike 
is tetragonal, compact witha tuft of purple 
leaves at the top, the calyces are ovate and 
slightly shorter than the :tube of the 
corolla. The whole plant has a strong 
aromatic and agreeable flavor. There is a va- 
riety of this species (L. macrostachya) native 
of Corsica, Sicily and Naples, which has broad- 
er leaves and thicker octagonal spikes. 


L. steechas is known in Spain as ‘Romero 
Santo” (sacred rosemary). Its essential oil 
(also that of L. dentata) is there obtained for 
household use by suspending the fresh flower- 
ing stalks, flowers downwards, in closed bot- 
tles and exposing them for some time in the 
sun’s rays; a mixture of water and essential 
oil collects at the bottom, which is used asa 
heemostatic and for cleansing wounds. The 
specific gravity of Spanieh oil of L. steechas is 
0°942 at 16°C. It boils between 180° and 245°. 
The odor of this oil is not at all suggestive of 
that of lavender, but resembles more that of 
oil of rosemary, possessing also the campho- 
raceous odor of that oil. In India, this oil is 
much prized as an expectorant and anti- 
spasmodic. 

The other species which are distinctly char- 
acterized are L. pedunculata, L. viridis, L. 
dentata, L. hetcrophylia, L. pyrenaica, L. pin- 
nata, L. coronopifolia, L. abrotonoides, L. 
Lawii and L. multifida. 

The L, multifida is synonymous with L, 
Burmanii. In Spain the therapeutic proper- 
ties of L. dentata are alleged to be even more 
marked than in the oils of any of the other 
species of lavender. It is said to promote the 
healing of sluggish wounds, and when used in 
the form of inhalation to have given good 
results in cases of severe catarrh, and even in 
cases of diphtheria. In odor this oil strongly 
suggests rosemary and camphor. Its 
specific gravity is 0°926 at 15° C. It dis- 
tils almost completely between 170° and 
200°. The specific gravity of the oil of L. vera 
(according to the Fluckiger and Hanbury. 
Pharmacographia) ranges between °87 and °94. 
the same authorities state that in a tube of 50 
milllimetres the plave of polarisation is div- 
erted 42° to the left. 


Dr. Gladstone found that a sample of pure 
oil of L. vera, obtained from Dr. 8, Piesse, in- 
dicated a specific gravity of 8,903 at 15° C, that 
its power of rotating the plane of polarisation 
(observed with a tube ten inches long)was—20°. 
Compared with these results he found the sp. 
gr. of oil of turpentine to be ‘8727, and the 
rotatory power —73°*. 


Aithough L. steechas was well known to the 
ancients, no allusion unquestionably referr- 
ing to L, vera has been found in the writings 
of classical authors, the earliest mention of 
this latter plant being in the twelfth century, 
by the Abbess Hildegard, who lived 
near Bergen-on-the-Rhine. Under’ the 
name of Liafant or Liafantly, it was known 
to the Welsh physicians as a medicinal plant 
in the thirteenth century. The best variety 
of L. vera—and there are several, although 
unnamed—improved by cultivation in Eng- 
land, presents the appearance of an evergreen 
undershrub of about 2 feet in height. with 
greyish-green linear leaves, rolled under at 
the edges, when young; the branches are erect 
and give a buchy appearance to the plant; the 
flowers are borne on a terminal spike, at the 
summit of a long naked stalk, the spike being 
composed of six to ten verticillastres, more 
widely separated towards the base or the 
spixe; in young planta two or four sub-spikes 
will branch alternatelyin pairs from the main 
stalk; this indicates great vigor in the plant, 
ard occurs rarely after the second year of the 
plant’s growth, The floral leaves are rhom- 
boidal, acuminate and membraneous, the 
upper ones being shorter than the calyces, 
bracteas obovate; the calyces are bluish, 
nearly cylindrical, contracted towards the 
mouth, and ribbed with many veins. The 
corolla is of a pale-bluish violet, of a deeper 
tint on the inner surface than the outer, 
tubular, two-lipped, the upper lip with two 
and the lower with three lobes. Both the 
' corolla and calyx are covered with stellate 
_ hairs, among which are imbedded shining oil 

g-ands, to which the fragrance of the plant is

introduced into England in 1568, flourishing 
remarkably well under cultivation, and yield- 
izg an oil far superior in delicacy of fragrance 
to that obtained from the wild pliant, orto 
that obtained from the same plant cultivated 
in any other country. 


When it is remembered that north of the 
50th degree of latitude the vine yields little 
but garlands of leaves, and that we should 
attempt in vain to cultivate the olive north of 
the 44th degree, it may seem strange that the 
Lavandula vera, which is a native of about 
the same climate as these, should resist.fun- 
protected, the vigorous frosts of this country 
even at Upsala, latitude 59° 5im. N., in the 
Botanic Garden, it merely requires the shelter 
of a few pvranches to protect it in the winter; 
but this hardiness may be accounted for by 
several physiological reasons. Like all fruiti- 
culose labiates which have a bard compact 
tissue, and contain much oily matter, the 
lavender absorbs less moisture than 
herhs which are soft and spongy, and, as it 
always prefers adry caicareous, even stony, 
soil, the northern cultivators find that by sel- 
ecting such localities the tissues of the plant 
take up so little water that the frost does not 
injure them, In a northern climate the length 
of the days in summer, and the natural dry- 
ness of the air, compensate in some measure 
the reduction of temperature and mature the 


plant only to the extent sufficient for the pur- 
pose for which it is grown. Perhaps the sus- 
pension of the vital action during winter, 
which must be more complete in northern lat- 
itudes, as our frosts are more severe, tends to 
preserve certain plants, native of the South, 
for it is observed that all plants are more sen- 
sitive to cold when vegetation is active than 
when it is at rest. The vine isan instance of 
this. Onthe other hand, when the plant is 
cultivated further south than its natural 
boundary, the same causes seem to exert their 
influence, but in the reverse sense. Lavender 
is cultivated on the mountains of Yomen, in 
Arabia; the humidity, increasing inversely to 
the latidude, compensates the exhaling force 
of the sun’s rays, and the elevation of the 
locality the effects of the heat. Thus is con- 
firmed, both in north and south, the law of 
vegetable physiology observed by De Uandolle, 
in the temperate climates of France, and pub- 
lished in his **Essai de Geographie Botanique” 
that “plants can best resist the effects of cold 
inadry and the effects of heat in a humid 
atmosphere.” A mild damp winter, like 


the one of 1889-90, does more harm than a 
hard, seasonable frost, as the plants are apt to 
make green shoots prematurely, and the late 
frosts nip off these tender portions, each of 
which would otherwise have produced a flow- 
er-spike, The very severe winter of 1890-91 
did not kill so many plants as the one of 1889- 
90. The stems and branches of lavender be- 
ing ligneous and strong are able to resist the 
force of the wind, and the plant thrives in a 
perfectly open locality where the air circu- 
lates freely; the oil and the resin which it con- 
tains in abundance enable it to resist the 
parching action of the wind and sun; thus, on 
the most arid and sterile ground on the moun- 
tain-sides in the South, and _ especially 
in Spain, plants of this genus flourish 
with more vigor in the season 
when most other vegetation is sorched 
up by the ardent rays of the sun, and the 
Lavandula vera seews to have a predilection 
for such spots. Certainly the plants then as- 
sume a more stunted appearance than in 
richer soil, but at the same time the perfume 
is stronger and sweeter; uhe calyces become 
charged with oil-glands, and yield a greater 
abundance of volatile oil. In avery moist 
soil the water penetrates too much into the 
tissues, detaches the bark, the plant blackers 
atthe root, and a white fungus attaches to 
the main stem and lower branches; it becomes 
feeble, diseased, and dies. A rich soil fur- 
nishes too much nutriment, the plant grows 
very large and herbaceous, becomes over- 
charged with water relative to its‘assimiluting 
and elaboratory power, especially if growing 
inacold climate, and the equilibriu'r of the 
chemical proportions necessary for the for- 
mation of natural juices becomes deranged at 
the expense of the quantity and quality of 
the volatile oil produced. These facts, long 
ago pointed out by Linnzeus, have been veri- 
fied in England; some years ago a disease 
manifested itself in most of the plantations, 
which, not being understood by the grower, 
was not remedied (in fact, is not generally 
understood and remedied at the present time), 
the acreage under cultivation decreased, and, 
partly owing to uhis and a scarcity occasioned 
by a failure in the crop, the price of the oil 
rapidly rose from 50s to 200s per lb.; conse- 
quently, with the continually increasing de- 
mand and the continued rise in price, manu- 
facturers of lavender-water and of compound

sary ingredient cemmenced t» buy the French 
oil, and vendors of the English oil commenced 
to adulterate largely the English with the 
French oil. By degrees the French oi] became 
almost entirely substituted in Engiand, for 
the English, and at present it is difficult to 
purchase true English tavender-water of a 


quality equal to that vended twenty years 
ago,except ata few first-class houses. The 
exorbitant profita demanded by chemists and 
druggista, and the*incomprehensgible will of 
the public to buy anything cheap, however 
bad, have encouraged a marvellous increase 
in the figures of the imports of French (ard 
German, which is worse) oil, 

In 1880, when the price had reached 125s, per 
pound, it was pointed out by an eminent 
London firm that unless the cultivation in 
England were extended, the price would be- 
come prohibitive, inferior oils would be in- 
troduced into the market, and so destroy the 
popularity of this beautiful perfume. The 
price still rising did, in fact, induze this im- 
portation, and to this day the bulk of chem- 
ists and perfumers concinue to use these for- 
eign oils, notwithstanding the fall in the price 
of the English oil. 

The constant demand, however, in America 
—where the people will have things good—wiil 
yet support the price of the genuine articie — 
that is, of the English oil, which is the finest 
the world produces, Attempts were made by 
a French manufacturing perfumer to eatab- 
lisha plantation in the south of France of 
pas taken from parent stems grown in 

ogland. The result was that the young 
piants deteriorated to their original condition 
—even there, in their native habitat. The 
character ofa plantand the character of its 
produce depend even on more than a similar- 
ity of soil and geographical position. It is as- 
serted that a good judge can distinguish be- 
tween the oils produced by two adjacent 
fields,and the difference in odor is very ap- 
parent between the oils produced in Hert- 
fordshire and in Surrey; the oil produced in 
Sussex is different from both.

The influence of the pipe line statements has 
been shown in the course of the market during 
the week. The first effect wastodrive the 
price downward to the lower seventies, but 
reports from the fields showing a smaller meas- 
ure of success attending the drilling opera- 
tious, there has been an effort to stem the 
downward movement of prices. This, how- 
ever, has not met with success, and although a 
slight reaction was brought about the 
tendency is still downward. A nota. 
ble feature of the market has been 
the entire lack of interest, there being 
no disposition shown to operate on either the 
pull or bear side, notwithstanding the changed 
conditions were regarded as favorable to 
speculative operations. It has been contend- 
ed by those who regarded the dullness which 
has prevailed as due to the steady reduction 
ia stocks, that should a change occur it would 
immediately stimulate speculative  trad- 
ing. We have now had two months of 
steady increase in stocks, without devel- 
oping the slightest increase of interest, 
and operations have latterly been con- 
fined to the West, where the producérs 
are believed to be the principal buyers and 
sellers. It ig apparent that it wili require 
something more than a change in the sta- 
tistical situation to attract speculative in- 
terest. Thus far the present month the runs 
have shown still further decrease, as have also 
the deliveries, and present indications point 
to even as large an increase in stocks 
during March as there was in February. 
The transactions during the past week show 
an increase over those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 350,000 bbls (350,000 
N. T. and 0,000 B.), against 241,000 bbis for the 
preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 1,064,000 
bbis, against 498,000 bbis during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 4,082,000 bbls, against 4,416,000 
bbis for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Wednesday 
when 7634¢ was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 72i4c, and was touched 
on Friday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 765gc and the close this evening was 
at 734c, showing a loss of 2%c as the result of 
the week's trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 3%c.

The most important feature developed in the 
Wildwood field isthe well of J, M, Guffy & 
Queene, on the Kretzer farm. This well is 
located the farthest west of a 45° line and 
opens up a considerable scope of territory 
which looks lixe wheat in the mill. It will 
also act as an impetus to alot of new work in 
this immediate locality. The well is located 
about 100 rods a little north from Evans, Man- 
deville & Co.’s well on the Marks farm, and 
makes this firm’s territory, which afew days 
ago was considered doubtful, first-class. Up 
to Saturday morning this venture was not 
showing good, and the general impression 
prevailed that it was below the spot where 
the second pay should be found. This, how- 
ever, was not the case, as later the lower pay 
was tapped and started off at a 35 barrel an 
hour gait. The same company’s No. 4, 
Runga, was flowing 25 barrels an 
hour. The last report from the McGinnis, 
August Kyle, well was that it had made 
72 inches in a 250 tank in 12 hours, or at the 
rate of 360 barrels aday. The old Fogal weil 
has been shot and the productian increased 
from 8 to 25 barrels a day. Barnadall & 
Gillespie’s Kress No. 13 found a second 
pay, and is reported as doing 60 barrels 
an hour. On the northeast line of the 
field W. P. Black & Co.'s No. 1, Murray 
heirs, is producing eight barrels from the 
first pay, aud No. 2 is doing 125 barrels a day, 
while No. 3 is drilling at 1,350 feet. The Smith 
Farm Oil Co.’s No. 8, Smith farm, has a record 
of 20 bbls an hour and No.9 about 8 bbis an 
hour. They have commenced building Nos. 
10 and 1i rigs and made No, J? location. They 
are also starting a well onthe Asher farm 1,200 
feet north from developments on the Smith. 
Waterhouse & Co. are down 1,400 feet with 
No. 1 Whitesel. The Kennedy Oi! Com- 
Proy’s P. & W. lot well No. 1 is making 15 bar- 
rels an hour, and No. 2, same lot, has been de- 
layed by pulling the casing aud reaming down 
No. 3 is drilling at about 400 feet. Pew & 
Emerson are down 1,500 feet with their ven- 
ture on the Hardy farm, and Schlegle & Co. 
are in the neighborhood of 200 feet on the 
Fisher farm. 

The McCurdy pool at present is claiming con- 
siderable attention. Three or four wells 
came in last week which are all good pro- 
ducers with one exception. Un'ess an un- 
Usual amount of bad luck occurs, there 
should be completed at least five or six more 
Wells this week. Paterson & Jones’ No. 5, Mc- 
Curdy, is drilling in the fourth sand, No. 8 in 
the Gordon sand and No. 2 in the 
fourth sand. W. P. Black & Co. have 
a rig upon the Andrews and another 
one building on the Ewing farm. The latter 
location is regarded as important, as it willin 
& measure demonstrate the value of territory 
to the north. The old Riddle well is still drill- 
ing in the sand, but there is little hope of find- 
ing better digging. It looks like a 20 or 30 
arrel pumper. Notwithstanding that 


five or six new wells have recently been 
added to the finished list the production 
has declined over 1,000 barrels. The 
highest day's production reached was about 
4,200 barrels, while at present there are 12 com- 
pleted wells at a fair and conservative esti- 
mate, making but 2,915 barrels, as follows:

English Petroleum Markets. 


Lonpon.—The attention of the trade during 
the past month has been greatly occupied 
with the introduction and contents of the new 
Petroleum bill (the full text of February 21 
and 28), which has been regarded with such 
aversion and dislike that a powerful opposi- 
tion has been oryvanized against it. and active 
and influential steps have been taken to have 
some of its objectionable conditions and 
recommendations expunged or modified, ere 
it will receive the approbation of. importers, 
dealers and others as a thoroughly work- 
able measure that will not require amending 
or altering for a very long time to come, 
Since the beginning of February the demand 
for this article has been only moderate, and 
as the arrivals, both here and at the outpo rts 
have been rather heavy, there is reason to 
suppose that stocks have been accumulating, 
and holders in their anxiety to promote 
sales have now and then accepted easier 
prices; bat with a degree of  steadi- 
ness existing towards the present date, 
the final quotations exhibit no appreci- 
able change, American refined on the spot is 
worth 5%@5%d; for February-April deliveries 
5544, and Russian oil offera at 5@5'4d per gal. 
Lower prices were ulso established for water- 
white oil earlier in the month, when they 
were quoted 614@7!14d landed; but since then 
no fresh decline has been recorded, and other 
mineral oils likewise remain steady.

A Court Decision Affecting the Men- 
haden Interest. 


Justice Blatchford read an opinion ia Wash- 
ington on Monday, @ffirming the judgment of 
the Superior Court of Massachusetts, holding 
that the state had jurisdiction over the waters 
of Buzzard’s Bay. Arthur Manchester, in 
whose name the suit against the Commor- 
wealth was brought, was a citizen of Rhode 
Island engaged in the menhaden fishery under 
a license from the United States, While fishing 





Buzzard’s Bay about one anda qnarter miles 
from shore, he was arrested under a /aw of 
Massachusetts prohibiting seining within tho 
waters of the State, and attaching Buz- 
zard’s Bay to the jurisdiction of the State. 
Manchester took the case to the higher courts 
of Massachusetts, and when it was decided 
against him brought it before the federal 
court, contending that the State’s jurisdic- 
tion only went to low water mark; 
that the United States had exclusive 
jurisdiction over Buzzard’s Bay, and that 
his license from the general government en- 
titled bim to pursue his vocation without 
State interference, The court, in affirming 
the judgment in favor of the State, holds that 
Massachusetts had the right to extend its 
jurisdiction over the waters of Buzzard’s Bay. 
The United States never having asserted its 
power to control these fisheries, it followed 
that the State might exercise jurisdiction 
over these waters, which were within the 
headlands of its territory.

The above shows visible stocks of lard this 
season to be 286,100 tierces greater than a year 
ago, aud 253,000 tierces above the average for 
March 1, for nine years previous to this sea- 
son. Compared with a month ago there is an 
increase of 12,600 tierces, of which 3,000 is in 
stocks abroad and afloat. 

The aggregate stocks of lard, as mentioned, 
the first of each month for years stated com- 
pare as follows, represented in tierces:

The Java Coca Plant. 

According to an article in Teysmannia, by 
Dr. Burck, the coca plant cultivated in Java 
is not, as supposed by Mr. Thiselton Dyer, an 
intermediate form between Erythroxylon 
Coca, Lam., and E. Coca,var. Novogranatense 
Dyer, but a distinct variety, for which Dr. 
Burck proposes the name var. Spruceanum, 
Burck. The Kew plant—var. Novo-granat- 
ense—would appear to represent the Huanuco 
coca of commerce, since the seeds were ob- 
tained from Huanuco. This plant has been 
distributed to the British Colonies, but has 
not been introduced into Java. The Java 
plant—var. Sprucesnum—was grown io Java 


from seeds obtaived from the firm of Herman 
Linden, in Ghent, in 1876, It isnamed Spruce- 
anum, in honor of Dr. Spruce, whose speci- 
mens from Rio Negro, in the Kew Herbarium 
are said by Mr. Dyer to agree with the Java 
plant. According to the latter, the Java coca 
is also cultivated by the Agri-horticultural 
Society of India, at Alipore and Darjeeling.

Dr. Burck considers the plant chiefly culti- 
vated in British India to be sufficiently dis- 
tinct to be described as a new species under 
he name of E. Bolivianum, Rurck. He re- 
ceived living plants of this variéty 
from Mesers. T. Christy & Co., and 
seeds from the Botanical Gardens at Cal- 
cutta, and herbarium speciments from the 
Peradeniya Gardens at Ceylon. According 
to the analyses quoted by Dr. Burck, the 3%, 
Coca, var. Spruceanum affords about four 
times as much alkaloid as E. Bolivianum,. The 
latter, although it bas never been disturbed 
from the Java Botanical Gardens, has been 
repeatedly grown there from seeds purchased 
in Ceylon and London. Dr. Burck quotes ill- 
ustrations of these coca plants, which are 
more easily referred to than the figures in 
Teysmannia The E. coca, var. Novo-grana- 
tense has been figured in the Garden, 1876. p. 
445, from the plant grown in Kew Gardens, 
E. coca, var. Spruceanum is illustrated in the 
La Maout and Decaisne, 1876, p. 332, and the E. 
Bolivianum in ‘Das Coca Blatt,’ Vienna, 1886. 
It will therefore be comparatively easy to dis- 
tinguish the leaves #8 met with in commerce. 
The leaves may be distinguished by the fact 
that in E. Bolivianum the upper surface of 


the midrib presents a prominent ridge or crest 


and the leaves are thicker, green above and 
lighter green below, and more elliptical; whilst 
in E. coca, var. Spruceanum the midrib does 
not present a ridge on its upper surface, the 
leaves are light green in color above and pale 
below, and are more tapering below. These 
features should also serve to distinguish the 
coca leaves imported from Peru and Bolivia.

The week just closing has been a compara- 
tively quiet one, The effect of European ad- 
vices regarding short crops and advancing 
prices have had less effect. Speculative inter- 
est have been almost entirely withheld and 
the leading staples have attracted very little 
attention. No special reason can be assigned 
for the cessation of demand at the middle of 
what is one of the busiest months of the 
year usually, but every one is looking for- 
ward to anearly revival of the demand and 
an active spring demand, as it iswell known 
that distributors generally are short of sup- 
plies. Mail advices from Europe to the 4th of 
March report a fairly good trade. Our Lon- 
don letter stutes business has been of satisfac- 
tory volume, while prices generally tend in 
sellers’ favor. The principal changes recorded 
at the close of the week ending upon 
the above date were an advance in 
codliver oil, dragon’s blood, cantharides, 
kola nuts, spermaceti, gamboge, tragacanth, 
oil of cloves, oil of sandalwood, irsect flowers, 
senna and Cape aloes, while on the other hand 
there was adeclinein cuttle bone, cumphor 
vanilla beans, star, anise and rhubarb. In the 
New York market the principal changes of the 
week have been as follows:

The market for opium has been very quiet 
during the past week and no business of con- 
sequence has come under our notice.

We 
get sales of 15 cases of which but 5 cases sold 
in one iot, and the whole was disposed 
of at about the current quoted rates. 
These are $2 1022 20 for natural and 
$2@2 10 for standardized. No fresh informa- 
tion likely to affect the situation here has 
been received from Smyrna since our last. 


Quinine. 
The quinine market displays a considerable 
degree of weakness, and prices for the 
better brand of foreign, and, in fact, 
for all imported kinds, is quotably lower 
than at the date of our last. No interest what- 
ever is manifested by large buyers except 
when they believe they can make a purchase 
upon particularly advantageous terms. There 
has been but one reported instance in which 
adisposition was shown to come down to this 
level by holders, and that was in a sale 
of 6,000 ounces at Whkgc. While it is 
intimated that more stock is to be had at that 
rice we hear of no open offers to sell below 
%lc, The general quotations to-night were 
21@22c for large bulk and earlier in the week 
there were sales of about 15,000 ozs at these 
figures. For five oz tins sellers are nam- 
ing lower figures and we understand that 
some brands at least, in such packages, 
can now be bought at 2%. At the drug 
sales in London on March 5, 50,000 oza, 
Italian quinine sold at 10d per oz. the lowest 
price yet recorded. German in bulk was of- 
fered freely at 10}gd but there were no buyers, 
Receipte of quinine for the week, ozs.

The Manufacture of Chlorine from 
Ammonia Soda Waste. 


BY H. ROMANOFF., 


Much interest has been shown of late in Eu- 
rupe in connection with the solution of the 
problem presented by the demand for a prac 
ticable process for the recovery of chlorine 
from residualammonia soda liquors, as well 
as from such impure solutions of calcic and 
magnesic chlorides and similar liquorsas are 
now commonly obtained as manufacturing 
by-products. 

In connection with many modern develop- 
ments of the alkali industry this has become 
an important economic question to the paper 
maker, as well as to the soda maker and man- 
ufacturinug chemist, owing largely to its bear- 
ing onthe cheaper production of bleaching 
powder. 

One of the most recent processes patented 
in this direction is that of Lyte & Tatters, the 
object of which is claimed to be production in 
the freestate of a large percentage Oot the 
available bleaching chlorine contained in the 
solution of calcium chloride obtained asa by- 
product in the manufacture ot Solvay soda 
(ammonia soda); also from the mother liquor 
of salt left after removing the crystals in the 
manufacture of common salt (sodium chio- 
ride) and which contains magnesium chloride; 
further from s0-calied carnallite waste liq- 
uore and the muriatic avid and calcic chloride 
liquors obtained from the old Leblanc and the 
Weldon recovery processes. 

The process in question depends on the pro- 
duction of an anhydrous oxychloride of mag- 
nesium of varying composition from the an- 
hydrous double chloride of magnesium and 
ammonium, and the chlorine is to be obtained 
from the anbydrous oxychloride by heating it 
to a temperature at which it easily decompos- 
esin the presence of an excessof oxygen 
which is brought into contact with it by pass- 
ing air over it. 

It appears that the process can be worked 
in a variety of different ways, but most inter- 
esting are the methods by which it is proposed 
to treat ammonia soda waste lyes. In this 
case the liquor to be dealt with is that which 
is obtained when the ammonia has been re- 
moved by distillation with lime, and consists 
chiefly of more or less impure solutions of the 
chlorides of lime and soda. To remove the 
sodium chloride from these liquors it is found 
necessary to concentra'e until a portion 
cooled to the ordinary temperature of the air 
shows a boiling point of 110 deg. C., or until 
the calcium chloride it contains will forma 
saturated solution of thissalt. The object is, 
of course, to take advantage of the well- 
known insolubility at ordinary temperatures 
of sodium chloride in concentrated calcic 
chloride solutions. Most of the sodium chlo- 
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the remainder separates;

ed. A solution of magnesium chloride is then 
obtained and the lime base removed by treat- 
ment of the above described mixture with 
gaseous carbonic acid. Enough ammonium 
chloride is added to form the double chloride 
of magnesium and ammonium, and the liquor 
is then evaporated to dryness. By applying 
heat ammonium chloride is volatilized (this 
part of the process being the source of that 
previously added), and the anhydrous magne- 
sium chloride is left behind. The residue thus 
obtaiced is fuel or else ground and mixed 
with enough dry magnesium (previously pro- 
duced at the subsequent stage of the process) 
and is agglomerated by heating in a closed 
vessel,and in this way the anhydrous oxychlo- 
ride of magnesium is obtained which is re- 
quired for the production of gaseous chlorine 
after being broken up. Lyte & Tatters make 
the claim, which does not appear unreasona- 
ble, that in this way they can obtain 60 per 
cant. more of the chlorine contained in their 
anbydrous oxychloride than in the Pechiney’s 
process from the oxychloride (in Pechiney’s 
case about 40 per cent.); also that they do not 
have any of the trouble caused by the surface 
cooling, owing to water which is evaporated 
from the Pechiney oxychloride. 


The second and more important method is 
described by Lyte and Tatters as follows: Af- 
ter getting rid of the sodium chloride the so- 
lution of calcium chloride is saturated with 
ammonia and an excess of gaseous carbon di- 
oxide (carbonic acid gas) is passed through, 
thus producing a precipitate of carbonate of 
lime and asolution of ammonium chloride. 
After being mixed with sufficient magnesium 
chloride the mixture is evaporated to dryness. 


The dry double chloride of magnesium and 
ammonium thus obtained is heated with dry 
magnesia ata temperature not exceeding 800 
deg. C., and at this stage ammonia is evolved 
and magnesium chloride is formed. After- 
ward the temperature is raised to between 400 
deg. and 500 deg. C., and another reaction 
takes place between the water which was 
formed at the lower temperature and the 
magnesium chloride. Fifty per cent. of' the 
magnesium chloride is decomposed with the 
formation of magnesia and evolution of hy- 
drochlioric acid. During the second heating, 
if the fusing point of magnesium chloride be 
attained, the mixture of magnesium chloride 
and magnesia formed will agglomerate entire- 
ly into an oxychioride, varying in composi- 
tion according to the amount of magnesia 
present. This oxychloride can then be em- 
ployed for manufacturing chlorine in the or- 
dinary way. 


This, the second method, is particularly 
worthy of notice, as besides producing the 
magnesium oxychloride ali the ammonia 
used in the various Operations is recovered 
and may be again employed for saturating 
calcium chloride liqucr, and the hydrochloric 
acid recovered may be passed into milk of 
magnesia, forming magnesium chioride,which 
is again used for mixing with the solution of 
ammonium chloride to produce the double 
chioride of ammonium and magnesium. The 
heating is done in a closed iron vessel, as no 
chlorine is given off provided all air is exclud- 
ed; also from the fact that neither anbydrous 
bydrochloric acid nor ammonia has any action 
on bot iron. A small excess of magnesia and 
stirring assist the decomposition. It appears 
that both of the above described methods 
may be applied to obtaining chlorine from the 
muriatic acid got with the. Leblanc process as 
well as fromthe calcium chloride.got in the 
Weldon process, but not so conveniently or 
advantageously. 


When working up hydrochloric acid one- 
half of the acid used is neutralized with am- 
monia andthe other haif with magnesia or 
magnesite. After settling the two solutions 
are mixed,forming the double salt from which 
ammonia, bydrochloric acid and magnesium 
oxychloride may be obtained, as ubove de- 
scribed. The oxychloride gives chlorine and 
magnesia, the latter of which, with the am- 
monia, can be again used for saturating hy- 
drochioric acid. 


When working impure salt works’ liquors 
also carnallite liquors, all of the magnesium 
contained in the liquors as magnesia is thrown 
down by adding lime. The solution s0 ob- 
tained is freed from sodium and potassium 
chlorides by concentration, and the precipi- 
tated magnesia is washed free from them and 
returned to the purified solution of calcium 
chloride, which istben diluted and decom- 
posed with gaseous carbon dioxide (carbonic 
acid gas). 


In connection with the above described pro- 
cesses for obtaining chlorine from ammonia 
soda waste it is interesting to note the rapid 
growth of the Solvay soda industry. In 1864

Aniline colors continue to be inquired for in 
Jobbing quantities, but there is no special ac- 
tivity in the market, and vaiues have been 
unchanged, 

Alzarine is in about the same position as 
wnen we last wrote, there being nothing of 
fresh interest. Tho demand has been of an 
ordinary nature and has been supplied with- 
out comment and at previous prices by dealers. 

Albumen is firmly held and the demand both 
for egg and blood continues good, relatively 
the market isin about the same position as 
last week. Values continue the same as pre- 
viously quoted and we have no changes to 
make. 

Bichromate of Potash.—There seems to have 
been alittle more activity in this article, the 
demand having been fairly good during the 
week just closed. Values, however, remain 
urchanged at prices within range of our quo- 
tations, 

Cuteh is only meeting with an ordinary job 
bing demand. Sales have been reported of 
900 bags Diamond SM, on the spot, at 544@6i4c, 
and offers of 5%c spot for 300 bags were de- 
clined. There is no change In quotations, and 
we continue to quote 6@6c for 8M on spot, 
as to holder and quantity; 7c for Star B and 
634c for MM slabs, as to quantity and date of 
delivery. 

Gambier is comparatively quiet, and there 
are no specially new features. Sales are re- 
ported to have been made during the week of 
600 bags on the spot at 5@5i4c. Values con- 
tinue unchanged and within the range of our 
quotations, 

Prussiate of potash Is substantially in the 
same position as when we last wrote, noth- 
ing of fresh interest having taken place dur- 
ing the past week. We huve no changes to 
note in values, prices remaining within range 
of our quotations. 

Divi-divi cannot be said to have changed 
from a week ago, the weak feeling then noted 
continuing to bea prominent feature of the 
market, There appears to bea large supply 
on hand and the demand is comparatively 
light. Holders are nominally asking 
$48, but this price is much above buyers’ views, 
and no business has resulted. 

Sumac continues in good demand, both for 
spot and future delivery, and is firmly held. 
Prime high grades of Sicily are quoted at $77@ 
$80, according to brand and date of shipment 
with reported sales during the week of 400 
bags. Virginia is quoted firm at $48@$5), ac- 
cording to brand and date of shipment, with 
sales of 350 bags in various lots. 

Indigo i¢ without any specially notable 
ehange. Trade in this article is generally 
quiet. There are no changes in values and 
prices are steadily maintained. 

Nutgalls are somewhat scarce, the market 
being about bare of stocks. Offerings, there- 
fore, are extremely limited on the spot, and 
there is very little to arrive according to re- 
porte.

Dextrine is meeting with a fairly active de- 
mand, but without any specially notable in- 
crease over last week.

The Position of Citrie Acid. 


The citric-acid market, after a prolonged 
period of quietude, during which the price of 
the drug touched the lowest point on record, 
igagain experincing an interlude of excite- 
ment. Since the beginning of this year: as 
readers of our market report will have ob 
served, says the Chemist and Druggist, English 
brands of citric acid bave risen in price from 
Je 4d to about Is 8d perib,and although during 
the last few days a period of quietness has 
supervened, there are not a few sanguine 
Mincing Lane men who predict that within a 
very few weeks the two-and-sixpenny limit 
will. bave been passed. If we were to 
teuke as a commercial barometer the 
prices of citric acid during the last 
thirty years, a period of sulficient length 
to offer sume practical hints to prophe tically- 
incl ned readers, who, be'ieving that history 
always repeats itself, should feel inclined to 
cast the horoscope of the future of the article 
in the light of past experience, it would be 
seen that, anid the checkered career of the 
article during the present generation, three 
Up eavais stand out with marked prominence. 
By tar the principal one of these is the move: 
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ment which reached its culminating point in 
Mareh, 1873, when citric acid touched the 
price Of 4s. Nd¥perd, the highest figure 
recorded in its modern history. That ad- 
vance coincides with the general and in- 
flated commercial movement all over the 
world, following the years of the Franco- 
German war. By degrees, and in spite ofa 
slight temporary check in 1877, when the Rus- 
so-Turkish war was in progress, and, proba- 
bly, an even larger quantity of citric acid 
was required by the Russian military authori- 
ties than these important customers usually 
purchase, the drug resumed ite normal level. 
But in the winter of 1879-80 a general specula- 
tion in chemicals, followed by a strong ad- 
vance in the price of lemon juice in Sicily, 
brought with ita renewed advance, A third, 
but less energetic wave of speculation took 
place in the summer of 1886, but since then the 
article, with scarcely a rally, has fallen in 
price until it touched the lowest point on re- 
cord in February, 1890, when there were sell- 
ers at 1s 244 per lb. The range in the value 
of this product has been, as we have shown, 
from 48 11d to ls 2%d per ib., and acareful 
comparison of the prices of the acid, taken 
month by month, since 1860 proves 2s 344d per 
lb. to have been its nearest ascertainable av- 
erage value during the last thirty years. 
Working upon this hypothesis, and taking in- 
to account the periodical recurrenee of sea- 
sons of more than average value, it would 
seem esif the indications favored a further 
increase in the present price to at least its av- 
erage standard. But it would be highly un- 
safe to jump to this conclusion without tak- 
ing into account the numerous side influences 
which are likely to effect, in one way or an- 
other, the course of the market. There can 
be no doubt, for instance, that the price of 
citric acid has now for several years been un- 
usually—some people would say unwarranta- 
bly—low. We recently pointed out in our 
trade report, that by a rough-und-ready way 
of calculating, the price of concentrated juice 
in pounds sterling per ton is thought to repre- 
sent the value in pence per |b, of the citric 
acid manufactured from it. The present val- 
ue of £29 for lemon juice would, on this basis, 
warrant a quotation of 2s 5d per ib, for citric 
acid. But a comparison of actual prices of 
citric acid with those of iemon juice shows 
that as a matter of fact, his value standard of 
citric acid is somewhat fanciful, It has never 
been surpassed,and bas very frequently fallen 
considerably below the mark. To make this 
clear, it is necessary to give—as we do below— 
in the first place the average prices of lemon 
juice during a number of years; then the price 
of citric acid which ought to have prevaiied 
urder the rule that £ per ton of lemon juice 
equal d per Ibof citric acid: and finally, the 
average price of citric acid which actually did 
prevail at those periods. In the following 
lines these figures are quoted,

Another reason likely to operate in favor of 
a riso in citricacid is the fact that the con- 
suming season is now about to commence,and 
that the manufacturersare generally reported 
to be very short of raw material. The circum- 
stance that the supplics of juice from Sicily 
are exceedingly smaii this season as compared 
with previous seasons since 1835, adds some 
strength to the assertion that the lack in the 
shipments of iemon juice is due not so much 
to the operation of a speculative corner as to 
a genuine lack of su; ply. The season for lem- 
on juice commences in December and laste 
until March, and, if the Sicilian reports are to 
be believed, the total crop will not exceed 
4,000 pipes of about 130 galions, ur barely two- 
thirds of a good crop. It is further stated 
that in December—at the eommencement of 
the season—only 2 pipes of old juice were 
left in Messina, as compared with 1,600 pipes 
at the commencement of the previous season. 
The requirements of juice for the British mar- 
ket are about 3,600 pipes per annum, of which 
about 3,000 are telieved to be used by the cit- 
ric av.d makers. Other countries, France and 
America especially, take the remainder of the 
supply; and,» their citric acid manufactur- 
ers are protected by high customs duties,they 
can afford to pay a little more for their raw 
material than the Euglish makers, Hence the 
Sicilian dealers do not ee!l in London unless 
they cannot dispose of their Juice in either of 
the firat named countries, It has also been 
frequently asserted that a3 a result of the 
low prices which they have cbtained for their 
juice of late years, many of the Sicilian farm- 
ers have abandoned the cultivation of lemons 
in favor of viticulture; but this statement 
probably belongs tothe category of “cavards” 
whicn are always set flying when the realiza 
tion of speculative obj. cts is aimed at. 

Citric acid is oue of those chemicals of which 
the manufacture is still principally in British 
hands. Sporadic attempts of foreign makers 
to compete with our manufacturers in our 
own or other neutral markets have hitherto 
always ended in failure. 

The manufacture of tartaric acid, on the

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Riedel spoke highly of the “Naimusho,” the 
department charged with the duty of apply- 
ing to all pharmaceutical preparations im- 
ported into Japan the vwery severe tests 
of the Japanese Pharmacupeeia. Goods fall- 
ng below that standard are not allowed to 
enter, those proved to be adulterated are con- 
fiscated. In return for the preparations 
which she buys from Germany, Japan has 
very little to offer to her European customers 
in the way of materia medica, In her do- 
minions the rhubarb, the musk, and the tea 
(sic 1) of China are wanting, and wax, galls, 
camphor and a few essential oils are the main 
constituents of the Japanese quota to the 
world’s drug trade. But the collection shown 
at the meeting cousisted principally of drugs 
unknown, or very little known, out of Japan, 
although thirty-four specimens among the 
pumber represented articles also in use among 
the Chinese, such as the root of Scropbularia 
Oldbami; the fruits of Forsythia suspensa, 
Tribulus terrestris, and‘ Quisqualis chinensis; 
the seeds of Amumum xanthioides, Murica 
Cochin, Chinese, &c. Among the purely na- 
tive Japanese drugs are seeds of the Canaralia 
incurva, Elosia argentea, Phaseolus radiatus; 


fruits of Stemone sessilifolia; root of Hydran- 
gea Thunbergii, Nardostachys Jatamansi 
(formerly official on the Continent as Spica 
vel Nardus indica), the rhizome of Acorus 
gramineus, &c.
